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City Manager Proposes $13.7 


Million Budget, 1/3 for Police

City expenditures in the 1997- 
1998 fiscal year (FY98) would 
total $13.7 million under the bud- 
get proposed by City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. ~More than 
one third of that amount ($4.73 
million) would be allocated to the 
city’s police department and an- 
other 23 percent to recreation and 
parks activities. 

However, it is likely that one 
of the smaller departments, public 
works, will be the focus of 
greater than usual attention this 
year, as McLaughlin proposes to 
reduce trash collection from twice 
per week to once with no change 
in fees. 

In presenting his budget to the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
March 24 regular meeting, 
McLaughlin said that the change 
was needed to eliminate a deficit 
in the waste collection budget 
and to provide customers with 
higher quality service. In the 
current fiscal year, the combined 
waste collection and ‘recycling 
budgets ran a deficit of $37,100, 
nearly 40% higher than the 
$26,700 deficit projected during 
last-year’s budget review. (This 
budget contains some items, such 
as the recycling center that are 
not linked to the charged refuse 
collection services.) 

There will be a meeting on the 
proposed refuse collection and re- 
.- cycling changes on Thursday, 
April 24 at 8 p.m. in the Munici- 
, pal Building. 


Not in Budget 

‘What is not included in the 
budget may get as much attention 
as what is. For the third con- 
secutive year, no cost of living 
adjustment (COLA) for city em- 
ployees is budgeted. At a March 
11 worksession, the Greenbelt 
Lodge of the Fraternal Order of 
Police asked for a 5% GOLA, ar- 
guing that city employees had 
fallen 7% below the consumer 
price index since 1987. 
McLaughlin does propose in- 
creased bonuses for employees 
whose performance is rated 
“above average.” He noted that 
82% of city employees received 
bonuses last year. 

The budget document also 
identifies several “unmet needs” 
-—staff or equipment that the de- 
partment heads feel is needed that 
was not funded by McLaughlin’s 
proposal.

The police department’s list 
~ totals over $400,000 and includes 
five new police officers, a police 
cadet, higher pay for the dispatch 
Supervisor and a prisoner trans- 
port van. 

The recreation department has 
a slightly more expensive list to- 
taling over $410,000. The biggest 
chunk of that is new windows for 
the community center 
($350,000). In addition, an arts 
coordinator ($35,000) and several 
items in the $2,000-$5,000 range 
are listed. 


The public works department 
would like an additional crew 
member, an additional computer, 
several pieces of equipment for 
street maintenance and a refuse 
recycling truck ($96,000). For 
parks maintenance, which is per- 
formed by the public works de- 
partment but grouped with recre- 
ation for budget purposes, the 
unmet needs include a mechanic 
and a crew member, a tractor 
mower, a skid-steer loader and an 
electric generator.

Expenditures 

Three budget sections, general 
government, (city manager’s of- 
fice, finance and city council), 
public works, and Greenbelt 
CARES, will see less funds in 
FY98 than were budgeted this 
year. The decrease in the general 
government reflects the decision 
not to fill the deputy city man- 
ager/city treasurer position held 
by McLaughlin before his selec- 
tion as city manager. The public 
works budget reduction is largely 
the result of less funds budgeted 
for street maintenance. The 
CARES reduction reflects a re- 
duction in the clerical staff, with 
some of the savings used to in- 
crease the hours of the Crisis In- 
tervention Counselor when 
needed: 


The remaining departments 
saw slight increases, with recre- 
ation and parks getting the largest 
hike(5.9%). Public safety and 
planning and community develop- 
ment are both proposed for two 
and a half percent increases. 


_ Revenues 

McLaughlin is not proposing 
any change in the city’s tax rate, 
despite a decline in the city’s real 
assessable base. Late last year, 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. was 
granted a sizeable property tax 
abatement. Although the county 
is appealing this abatement, for 
now the city expects real property 
tax revenues to decline by 2% for 
FY98. As a result of the decline 
in the city’s assessable base, a tax 
rate of $1.46 would be required 


to generate the same revenues as - 


the $1.43 rate did in the current 
year, according to City Treasurer 
Jeffrey Williams. 


Other revenues, however, are 
up slightly. The opening of 
Jeepers in Beltway Plaza has 
helped increase admissions and

amusements tax revenue from the 
$385,700 expected in the last 
budget, to the $500,000 the city 
now expects to receive in the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Williams projects 
that the revenue from this tax 
will stay at the half million dol- 
lar level for FY98. 

One area of uncertainty is rev- 
enues from the state and county 
governments. The budgets for 
these jurisdictions were not final; 
when McLaughlin presented his 
budget the county budget had not

yet been proposed. The city’s 
best guess is that revenues from 
the state and county will be up 
slightly from the current fiscal 
year (for which actual grants re- 
ceived were $41,000 more than 
expected). More information on 
these grants will be available by 
the time council holds its final 
budget worksession (May 19) and’ 
formally adopts the budget (May 
27), 

In line with city policy, a 3% 
increase in the pool pass fee is 
proposed, based upon the change 
in the Consumer Price Index. In 
addition, the budget proposes of- 
fering monthly pool passes, along 
with the annual and daily passes 
currently sold. McLaughlin says 
that the recreation department 
staff now believes monthly passes

Greenbelt upon retiring from the

later this year, announced that she 
has agreed to continue to serve as 
GAC president for the next sev- 


to find a successor. Tom 
Renahan, chair of the nomina- 
tions committee, persuaded 
Tousignant to stay on by securing 
twenty new volunteers to serve 
on committees to which 
Tousignant could delegate the 
many tasks necessary to success- 
fully operate the facility and pro- 
grams, 
“Hands-on” Leader | 
Since her election in 1989, 


"==" Tousignant has been a “hands-on” 


leader at a time of significant 
change. During this period, GAC 


raised over $22,000 to build a 


new performing arts center. 
While much must occur before 
that dream is realized, ‘Fousignant 
kept the organization and its pro- 


gram alive despite having no one | 
site from which to perform. She 
secured sites such as Capitol Col- 
lege, Greenbelt City Hall, 
Mishkan Torah and the Greenbelt 
Community Church. A little over 
three years ago, Tousignant se- 
cured a lease for the space adja- 
cent to the Post Office where 
GAC now operates with ever- 
growing audiences. In addition 
to finding an interim home and 
raising funds for a new perma- 
nent home, GAC has developed a 
proposal to renovate and use the 
former Jaycee clubhouse as a site 
for storage and set building. 
Marie also was GAC’s primary 
grant writer and succeeded in ob- 
taining money from the Meade 
Foundation, Inc., the Maryland 
State Arts Council, the Prince 
George’s Arts Council and the 
City of Greenbelt. Finally, under 
her leadership, drama classes for 
children have grown, with classes 
for three age groups ranging from 
ages 8-18 now being offered. 
New Officers Elected ~ 
Subsequent to Marie’s. report, - 
the membership elected Tom 
Renahan as GAC’s new vice- 
president for external relations

“Traffic Calming” Steps 
Planned for Hanover Pkwy |

Motorists should soon see 
changes to Hanover Parkway as 
the city government introduces 
“traffic calming” steps, following 
concerns raised by Hunting Ridge 
residents at recent Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee meetings 


and in a petition presented at the. 


March 10 city council meeting. 

Hunting Ridge residents have 
raised several issues: the difficulty 
for Hunting Ridge residents try- 
ing to turn onto Hanover Park- 
way from the complex, particu- 
larly at rush hour; difficult and 
unsafe pedestrian crossing to the 
Metro bus stop on the other side 
of Hanover Parkway; speeding on 
that road; and unsafe conditions 
facing people waiting at the bus 
stop. | 

The first action, which the 
city’s Department of Planning 
and Community Development ex- 
pects to occur within the next 
month, is designed to address the 


‘last concern. The bus stop is lo- 


cated very close to the Hunting 
Ridge entrance, on the opposite 
side of Hanover Parkway. There 
is no left turn lane for motorists 
wanting to turn into Hunting 
Ridge. As a result, through driv- 
ers on Hanover Parkway gener- 
ally use the shoulder to get 
around the waiting vehicles. 


_ However, this brings the passing 


motorist. very close to the pedes- 
trians waiting at the bus stop. 
Compounding the problem, ac- 


cording to planner Terri Hruby, is 
the fact that traffic is generally 
going more than 10 m.p.h. over 
the posted speed limit in that 
area, giving motorists and pedes- 
trians little time or space to react. 
Memorandum 

In a memorandum to City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin, 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Director Celia Wilson 
called the safety danger to bus 
passengers “very serious.” She 
stated that her staff had observed 
a number of “near accidents” 
when motorists pass on the shoul- 
der. She recommended the fol- 
lowing immediate steps, which 
council unanimously approved 
without discussion at its March 
24 regular meeting: 

The city will ask the Washing- 
ton Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority to move the bus stop 
approximately 100 feet north of 
the Hunting Ridge entrance, to 
provide more time and space for 


. motorists and pedestrians to react. 


Bollards 
Flexible bollards will be 
placed along the shoulder from 
100 feet south of the Hunting 
Ridge entrance to the relocated 
bus stop. This will prevent motor- 
ists from using the shoulder to 
get around drivers turning left 
into Hunting Ridge. 
The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment will evaluate this location

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Police Chief Defends 
Officers in Standoff 


The events which took place in 
the 10 Court of Southway on 
March 31 “Guman Holds Two 
Hostages in Tense 6-Hour Stand- 
off,” Greenbelt News Review 
Thursday, April 3, will long be re- 
membered by those people caught 
up in the drama. It was a spring 
day in which the weather belied 
the calendar. A cold, blustery af- 
ternoon was made worse by a driv- 
ing snow blowing horizontally at 
times. It was an inconvenience for 
motorists caught up in the traffic 
jams and for nearby residents who 
were evacuated from their homes. 
For the police officers taking ref- 
uge behind sheds, trees, cruisers 
or anything else that would pro- 
vide cover to secure the scene, it 
was pure hell at times keeping out 
of harm’s way. Six hours is a long, 
long time to be prone on the cold, 
wet ground or to stand at an inter- 
section directing traffic. 

The men and women of the 
Prince George’s County Police 
Department and the Greenbelt 
Police Department performed he- 
roic deeds in trying circumstances. 
I was disappointed, although not 
surprised anymore, that the two 
people taken hostage were so dis- 
appointed in the police action 
taken to save their lives and that 
of an armed felon. There is a syn- 
drome associated with people who 
are taken hostage called “the 
Stockholm Syndrome.” - People 
who become hostages frequently. 
side with the hostage taker and 
view their rescuers, in this case the 
police, as the enemy. 

In an associated story in the 
same newspaper issue, “Two Hos- 
tages Recount Ordeal and Its Af- 
termath,” the hostages were 
quoted as saying they “just 
couldn’t stop talking about the 
things the police had done wrong 
- at least as they saw it, at least at 
the moment, in the immediate af- 
termath of the crisis.” The female 

‘hostage was quoted, “I never felt 
threatened by him. Only by the 
police.” 

I have not been taken hostage 
by a gun-toting thug who just 
robbed a business and everyone 
else who happened into the gas 
station. It would be unfair for me 

- to place myself in the woman’s 
shoes. I have, however, had the 
task of commanding a dozen or so 
barricade situations in the ten 
years that I have been the Chief 


of the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
/ ment. | 


I can say without equivo- 
cation, that the incident of March 
31 was handled professionally by 
officers skilled in such tactics. 
Every movement made by the po- 
lice was calculated to free the hos- 
tages unharmed. Almost from the 
start a telephone link was made to 
-the-hostage taker. Hours were 
spent,.in intense negotiations for 
him to give himself up without a 
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rial An armored personnel 
carrier, referred to as a tank in the 
article, was used to display an 
overwhelming presence to show 
the felon the futility of his situa- 
tion. 

It was psychological warfare. 
The hostage taker vowed that he 
would die rather than come out. 
He is an ex-convict who was fac- 
ing back-up time in prison for 
other serious crimes he had com- 
mitted. It was reasonable to think 
that he would make good his 
threats and take the hostages with 
him. This was a very serious situ- 
ation with dire consequences. 

From my point of view, as self- 
serving as it may sound, the po- 
lice did everything right. Fences 
and a porch deck were crushed by 
the armored personnel carrier, ruts 
were made in lawns, windows 
were broken, carpets were soiled 
by officers who had crawled 
through the mud, I will trade those 
inconsequential material things 
for the lives of those who were 
saved. 

Yes, it was stressful for the hos- 
tages. I can appreciate their hav- 
ing been traumatized by their 
home invasion. It was stressful for 
the police, too. We knew with 
whom we were dealing, his arrest 


record, the fact that he was a des- 


perate individual capable of kill- 
ing himself and others. There was 
more than enough stress to go 
around for everybody. I am sure 
that the perpetrator had a heck of 
a lot of stress, too. At least he will 
have a long time to sit in a cell and 
contemplate his actions which 
impacted on so many people that 
day. 

The rest of us will go on with 
our livés learning a valuable Tes- 
son that at-any minute the unex- 
pected may strike, even on a 
spring day in our own home.

All of Greenbelt was horrified by 
the implications of the armed rob- 
bery and hostage situation which 
occurred on March 31. Without di- 
minishing the various negative ex- 
periences of the hostages, I want to 
identify the psychological phenom- 


.enon which Dorothy Sucher re- 


ported in the article, “Two Hostages 
Recount Their Ordeal and Its After- 
math.” 

Known as “Stockholm Syn- 
drome” because it was first recog- 
nized there in 1973 after four people 
were held captive in a bank vault for 
four days, it describes the bond 
which often develops between cap- 
tives and their captors as a universal 
response to inescapable violence. 
Knowing that this helps hostages 
survive their ordeal, trained negotia- 
tors usually do nothing to disrupt it. 

I learned about it in hostage ne- 
gotiation classes at the Maryland 
Correctional Training Academy. For 
me, it can help us understand two 
things: why professionals in public 
safety frequently express feelings of 
under-appreciation, and that we 
don’t call it surviyal instinct with- 
out good reason.

Cornelius Eady, author of The

Joseph Philip Loftus, Sr., 95, 


of Crescent Road, died on: 


Friday, April 4. He and his 
wife, Margaret Mary, were 
among the first families of 
Greenbelt who moved into the 
new planned town before 
September, 1938.

for increased traffic enforce- 
ment. Based upon citizen re- 
ports, there apparently has al- 
ready been increased ticketing 
in the area. 

Hruby told the News Re- 
view that the staff does not 
believe that closing the shoul- 
der will lead to congestion as 
motorists wait behind vehicles 
waiting to turn left. The pro- 
posed changes, she said, 
should slow traffic in the area 
and increase safety. However, 
she noted that one of the rea- 
sons for using flexible 
bollards rather than other de- 
vices is that should unex- 
pected traffic problems re- 
sult, the bollards can be re- 
moved easily. 

The planning staff is study- 
ing what other actions may be 
appropriate to address the 
other concerns raised by 
Hunting Ridge residents. 

Similar action is under con- 
sideration in the Greenbriar 
section of Hanover Parkway 
near Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, Hruby noted. There, 
bollards may be proposed to 
prevent drivers from going 
around vehicles slowing to 
turn right into the school. 

The city staff, at the direc- 
tion of council, is currently 
developing a city-wide plan 
for traffic calming. Citizens 
should expect to see further 
measures introduced through- 
out the city in the future.

will generate more revenues 
than they will divert from an- 
nual pass sales. 

Use of Reserves 

McLaughlin proposes using 
$270,000 of the city’s reserves 
for capital projects. The city 
staff estimates that at the end 
of the current year, the city’s 
undesignated reserves will be 
equivalent to 14.5% of FY97 
expenditures. - McLaughlin 
proposes drawing them down 
somewhat to meet city needs. 
He proposes using $200,000 of 
the undesignated fund balance 
plus $70,000 from designated 
reserves for one-time needs. 
He discouraged use of the fund 
balance for operating expenses 
and advised not reducing the 
fund balance below 8% of cur- 
rent year expenditures. 

The $70,000 from reserves 
(which reflected an unexpected 
and nonrepeated business prop- 
erty tax payment that had been 
set aside in case the company 
filed for a refund) would go 
into the replacement fund (used 
for purchasing durable equip- 
ment) and the $200,000 from 
the undesignated fund balance 
would go to the capital projects 
fund. McLaughlin noted that 
there are a number of projects 
needing to be financed from 
that fund, such as the Roosevelt 
Center renovation, repairs to 
the Greenbelt Lake dam and 
street resurfacings. -However, 
the project “that jumped to my 
mind,” McLaughlin said, was 
setting up a way to start paying 
for replacing the windows in 
the community center. The to- 
tal cost of replacing these win- 
dows is estimated at $350,000. 
To help finance this work, the 
city will also explore a “buy a

brick” type campaign. 
Staffing 

McLaughlin proposes in- 
creasing total city staffing by 
2.6 “full-time equivalents” or 
FTE. The city council would 
remain at five FTE. Staffing 
in the community promotion, 
and planning and community 
development would also remain 
unchanged from the currently 
authorized levels. Administra- 
tion, and finance and adminis- 
trative services would each de- 
crease by one-half of a position 
the deputy city manager/city 
treasurer position allocated be- 
tween administration and fi- 
nance, which is to be elimi- 
nated. The police department 
would drop by one-half FTE as 
the currently vacant half-time 
animal warden position is 
eliminated. (The full-time war- 
den would remain.) Public 
works would increase by one 
position, CARES would de- 
crease by .4 FTE and recre- 
ation staffing would increase 
by four FTE. 

Some staffing issues may 
prove. controversial. Council 
already had a somewhat heated 
discussion over the use of full- 
time non-classified employees 
in the public works department. 
The past two budgets allocated 
funds for hiring temporary 
workers when needed. 
McLaughlin said that what was 
expected was that workers 
would be employed on an as- 
needed basis. Three of the 
workers, however, have been 
used on a constant basis, es- 
sentially becoming permanent 
positions. McLaughlin’s bud- 
get proposed converting these 
workers to “non-ctassified™ sta- 
tus. Non-classified workers do 
not receive city benefits. 

At the March 25 budget 
overview worksession, 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts argued against this pro- 
posal, saying that it is “not 
morally right” to have people 





who are treated as “temporary 
employees forever.” Mayor 
Antoinette Bram countered that 
converting these employees to 
classified status would mean 
“paying full-time benefits for- 
ever,” 

The discussion on this item 
was soon deferred until the 
public works budget 
worksession. Roberts was the 
only councilmember to make a 
clear statement of preference 
between retaining these employ- 
ees as non-classified or convert- 
ing them to classified status. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
told Roberts that “in the real 
world” more and more workers 
are in temporary positions, but 
agreed that “after a certain 
time” the city should “make a 
decision” as to whether to hire 
the workers as classified em- 
ployees. 

For Residents Only 

The budget also contains two 
actions designed to encourage 
city employees to live in 
Greenbelt. As previously 
agreed, the residency bonus for 
police officers will increase $50 
to” $250 per month. 
McLaughlin also proposes es- 
tablishing a no interest loan 
program to help employees who 
are .purchasing homes in 
Greenbelt to finance’ closing 
costs. 


Other Items 
A new classification study is 
funded to ensure that. employees 
are properly paid for the work 
they perform. A second study 
will look for ways the city can 
reduce its energy costs.

Birds Need Feeding 
In the Spring, Too 


Springtime can be the most 
Important time to feed birds, 
says the National Bird-Feeding 
Society (NBS). Studies show 
that some birds visit backyard 
feeders more often in the 
spring than in the winter. It is 
a busy season, the time when 
birds need more energy for ter- 
ritorial defense, courtship, nest 
building, egg laying and raising 
their young. But it is also a 
time when natural food supplies 
such as seeds, nuts and berries 
have been exhausted and most 
insects still are dormant, 

Get ready now to welcome 
the birds at the feeding station 
by following these spring 
cleaning tips from NBS: 
Empty old, caked seed from 
feeders; use hot, soapy water 
and a long-handled brush to 
clean hard-to-reach corners; 
rinse and dry thoroughly before 
re-filling with fresh seed; and 
scrub bird baths with a stiff 
brush to remove dirt and algae.
